the family left alone. They remained 
i long time in prayer before the bier, 
then the widow was led away by her 
sons, all weeping bitterly. Later the 
remains were photographed. 


It is stated that Mmo. Carnot does 


not desire the body embalmed, and 
wishes it removed immediately from 
Lyons to this city. High officers of 
the President's military household and 
Sisters of Charity watched the remains 
throughout the night. The Prefecture 
is surrounded by troops and a strong 
detachment is guarding the building 
in which Giovanni Santo, the assassin, 
was confined. 


OREAT EXCITEMENT. 


On the boulevards scenes of the 


greatest excitement have been wit- 
nessed to-day. The police had diffi- 
culty in dispersing the crowds of angry 
people who had assembled at different 
points calling for vengeance against 
the murderer and his supposed ac- 
complices. 
Several Italian flags dis- 


played out of sympathy with France, 
unless draped with crepe, were hooted 
at, and at least one was torn into shreds. 


In every quarter fierce demonstra- 


tions against Italian residents have 
taken place. Nearly all the Italian 
cafes and 
restaurants have 
been 


closed. 
But if the feeling against 


Italians is strong, the sentiment of 
hatred with which the majority regard 
the Anarchists is still stronger. The 
murder, Santo, has boldly asserted he 
is an Anarchist. It is reported that the 
police are convinced that the assassin- 
ation of Carnot is the result of a plot. 


Tne Government will propose to the 


Chambers that Carnot be accorded a 
National funeral. 


WHO SANTO is. 


Santo, Carnot's assassin, is a baker, 


and was tried in Milan in 1892 for 
breach of peace, but was acquitted. 
Santo delivered an Anaiobist lecture of 
the vilest character before going to 
Switzerland last year. 


There no longer seems to be much 


doubt that the assassination was the 
result of an Anarchistic conspiracy to

United States unites with the American 
people in expressing to the people of 
France sorrow and sympathy in the 
National bereavement they are suffer- 
ing, from the cruel blow of an assassin, 
which was aimed at the peace of France 
and fell upon the heart of President 
Carnot, and as a mark of respect due 
to the memory of the wise, virtuous 
and patriotic President of the Repub- 
lic of France, the Senate will, at the 
close of this proceeding, stand ad- 
journed until to-morrow at 10 o'clock. 


The President of the United States 


is requested to communicate this ex- 
pression of National sorrow to the 
Government of the Republic of France 
and to Mme. Carnot. 


Morgan, in a brief speech, referred 


to the patriotism of the people of the 
French Republic and the cordiality of 
the relations between the two Re- 
publics. 


At 10:30 the Senate adjourned. 
After passing resolutions of sorrow 


and condolence with the French people 
and Mme. Carnot, the House adjourned 
Oat of respect. 


President Cleveland and Secretary 


Gresham this morning forwarded tel- 
egrams of sympathy to the French 
Government and Mme. Carnot.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


TICKLK GKASS. 


[Newspaper Bulletin So. 13.) 


The writer has recently noticed along 


several country roads bunches of tickle 


rass that have been palled from ad- 


joining fields and thrown into the 
drive-ways, supposedly for the purpose 
of preventing the weed from going to 
seed in the meadows. -This is, to say 
the l^ast, a pernicious practice and one 
to be discouraged at all times. The 
noxious character of tickle grass is too 
well known among farmers to require 
explanation. The pest is one of those 
introduced plants that has found a 
congenial climate and Boil, and it en- 
joys a hardiness and grows with a vigor 
that promises permanent residence if 
left undisturbed. 


There seems to be no royal road io 


the subjugation of the plant. Nature 
has provided it with every means for 
distribution and self-perpetuation. The 
beads break into fitty or seventy-five 
separate pi?i'e?, each containing a fer- 
tile seed. Each piece is provided with 
Blender a was, giving it buoyancy when 
propelled by the wind; there are barbs, 
aldo, which serve to force it into the 
soil, or catue it to remain fastened to 
the coats of pASsing animals. 
Further- 


more, tho seeds are advanced iu their 
development by the time the heads ap- 
pear; consequently simply pulling and 
casting aside the plants, oven when ap- 
parently young, is of little or no avail. 


It will be seen that throwing the 


plants into the road in every way as- 
sists the distribution of a dreaded 
weed. It would seem that the only 
reliable mole of procedure is to pull 
and burn the plants in the spring, before 
the heads appear.

A "FAMOUS WOMAN MOONSHINER 


rue OeaUi of Mollle MUl«r, Oace the IK; il 


of a De*ix-raUj G»«MT. 


Information iiaa reached thin city 


through a Kouthern detective that Mollie 
Miller, the woman moonshiner of Polk 
;>otmty, Tenn., died a few days ago at 
'ier home in the ruountains. 


Her opera t ion H at one timeweie car- 


ried on very extensively, and she v/a-i at 
the head of a gang which was involved 
in more bloody fights with revenue offi- 
cers than any other organized in tL-J 
Krath, Her first experience was in tue 
mountains of Sevier county, where she 
assisted hor father, Sam Miller. 
He-re 


Deputy ?t£arshal McPherson led a raid 
under a guide who had a grudge agair^t 
Miller. Iu an almost inaccessible gorge 
the officers encountered the moonshiners. 


A bloody fight followed, and three of 


the revenue men were killed, the others 
retreating. It was noticed that a young 
girl was one of the party, and it has al- 
ways been believed that she killed ono 
of the officers. Another raid was made 
in which Miller was killed and his asso- 
ciates captured. About this time the 
revenue officers received a box contain- 
ing the remains of the man who had in- 
formed upon the gang. There was noth- 
ing to indicate from whom it camo, and 
the box must have been carried by wag- 
on and left at the marshal's house. 


The woman was not found, and it was 


goon known that she had fled. In a few 
months Polk county, which had always 
furnished considerable illicit whisky, 
became the headquarters of the moon- 
shiners throughout east Tennessee, and 
raid followed raid until there was scarce- 
ly a cave 011 the Hiawassee river that had 
not been the scene of some bloody fight 
between the moonshiners and revenue 
men.It became known that this woman was 
a leader, but uho was never arrested but 
once, and then the proof was such that 
she escaped with a light sentence. Af tei 
the Knoxville Southern railroad was 
built the country became too easy of ac- 
cess, and with the exception of an occa- 
sional petty offender the gang was bro- 
ke?i up. The woman moocshmer retired 
to a small farm, where she remained un- 
disturbed, except at two or three times, 
when she was taken to Chattanooga as a 
witness, when she would collect her fees 
and start on a walk over the mountains, 
a distance of CO miles, to her home. 
It is supposed that the killing of three 


revenue officers and four or five iuform- 
ers can be charged to her directly, while 
the gang of which she was a member, 
could bo held accountable for several 
others, but it was never possible to prove 
these charges, and she died without ever 
having been tried for them.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

The Su-> ' Medical society has done 


well in calling \>\\\ lie attention to the 
fact that a large pn .portion of the blind- 
ness ot the world in uue to the disease 
callo-1 i.yhthfilinri ueonnlormn, and that 
the well Lrc.v. n treatment of this disease 
by .1 physician at a sufficiently early pe- 
riod in its course almost always results 
in preventing the blindness that would 
otherwise follow. For this reason tho 
society recommends the enactment of a 
law that has been already adopted in a 
number of states, to this effect: 


Should one or both eyes of an infant 


beer-mo inflamed or bwollen or reddened 
at any time within two weeks after its 
birth, it shall be the duty of the midwife 
or nurse having charge of such infant to 
report in writing within six hours to the 
health officer or some legally qualified 
physician of the city, town or district in 
which the parents of tho infant reside 
the fact that such inflammation or swell- 
ing or rednf-cs of the eyes exists. 


The proposed statute imposes a penal- 


t}' fur nor compliance. A specific penal- 
ty ih ncee-sary to make any statute ef- 
fective, but the value of such an enact- 
ment won Id be mainly to draw atten- 
tion to the necessity of timely action, 
sine*' it is improbable that any parent or 
rmrso would willfully neglect the precau- 
tions uecjissary to save a child from 
blind nebs if the nature of the case were 
understood. For this reason the decla- 
ration of duty made in the paragraph 
quoted, if it could be universally circu- j 
lated, might accomplish almost as much 
«o if f.nmally enacted by the legislature. 


Tho common affection referred to, the 


"ftoru f > .-s" 4<f neu-ly born infants, is one 
that yiHd-, almost certainly to very sim- 
ple treatment, promptly and skillfully ap- 
1'lud, \ ;$*• ih.it almost as certainly goea 
an to destructive inflammation if neglect- 
ed, and oiutof the reasons why so many 
infants become blind is simply that those 
in charge- of them do not understand, as 
any physicuiu would, with what a serious 
matter they have to deal. 


A l.^iblativo enactment would make 


it easltr fur health officers and others to 
briug the subject to general attention 
aud especially to impress its importance 
upon those who are recognized as nurses 
or midwives. The greatest number of 
cases of neglect, however, occur among 
the very poor, or in the remote country, 
where these things are left to volunteers 
and hygienic intelligence penetrates 
slowly, and \ve shall have to minglesome 
education with onr legislation success- 
ful]}- to combat this dreadful scourge.— 
Philadelphia Tinns.
